TALLAHASSEE — Florida and 
the Canadian’ province of Alberta 
have signed an agreement that 
opens the borders of each to the 
trucks and buses of the other, 
Chairman Ed Mason of the Flor- 
ida Public Utilities Commission 
has announced. 

It is ‘the first such Arrangement 
between Florida and a foreign 
province, Mason said. But Florida 
has such agreements with 33 
states. 

All fees and, taxes, except reg- 
ular license’ and -fuel taxes are 
waived, Mason said, under terms 
of the arrangement.

Association emblem is a deep blue 
oval, the new Production Credit 
Association emblem is a brilliant 
red oval, and the Banks for Co- 
operatives will bej identified’ by a 
metallic gold oval. 

The overall emblem for the 
Farm Credit System is also an 
oval.
